“The | ab has more than adequately demonstrated 
its ahility to provide rapid. efficient. and accurate 
analytical services. as well aS expert supportive 
testimony in court for the many law entorcement 
agencies it services.” Senator Davis said. 

“lam pleased that we were able to obtain this 
grant and thereby award the Crawtord County Crime 
Lab the financial support it well merits from the state,” 
he concluded.

“Michigame” has also generat- 
ed the biggest winners yet from 
Gladwin and Leelenau Coun- 
ties. Raymond Kahler of Cedar 
won $11,000 on Jan. 13, 1977, 
and L.J. Czajka of Gladwin won 
$16,000 cn Oct. 21. 1976 

Finishing third ($25.000) in 
tne Fed. 4, 1977, Miiiion Boilar 
Drawing helped Bernard Ward 
of Hersey become the biggest 
winner yet from Osceola Coun- 
ty.

ever cash could be gained. 

The buildings were de- 
signed for southern climates 
and have not stood up well 
under northern conditions. 
“Roofs have leaked con- 
stantly, doors have stuck 
anu miidew has veen a pig 
nrohlam as well," stated 
Dean after the meeting. 

The relocatables had been 
used for six years and were 
closed following a smaii fire 
in November. An evaluation 
was then done to determine 
if it was feasible to continue 
pouring money into keeping 
the buildings in a good and 
safe condition. 

Tne buildings cost about 
$180,000 six years ago, and 
had space for 12 classrooms. 
Students have been moved 
into classrooms in the Mid- 
dle school and others are 
being bussed to Frederic for 
classes. 

All classrooms in the Mid- 
dle schoo! are being used to 
their fullest capacity and the 
teachers move from class to 
class with their students. 

These moves have not 
solved the problems, how- 
ever, since the Middle School 
as wali, is an old building 
and not in excellent condi- 
tion. 

The board was told Mon- 
day that they will soon 
teceive a decision on a 
possible evaluation of that 
facility as well. A sub-com- 
mittee on buildings is a 
branch of the overall citi- 
zen’s committee which is 
studying educational costs. 
The building sub-committee 
is considering the possibility 
of having an evaluation of 
the Middle School done. 
Nothing definite can be done 
until that committee brings 
its decision to the board, 
which has final approval over 
any recommendation. 

Dean said that if was 
important to really get a firm 
handle on what kind of con- 
dition the Middie School is 
in and what can best be done 
with it to get maximum 
dollar value from the facility. 

“it will cost money to get a 
study done. In the end we 
may have to go out on a limb 
and make a decision to 
spend some money to see if 
the building is remodelable,” 
he said. There are a number 
of questions unanswered, he 
added, and finished by say- 
ing, only experts could de- 
termine what condition the 
plumbing, electricity lines, 
boiler and general structure

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Lake Clean Up Money — 
Not Being Used

A feveral grant program 
for inland lakes cleanup is 


t being fully aitilizad in 


Michigan | or elsewhere, ac- 
cording to concerned De- 
partment of Natural Resour- 
ces’ Howard Wandelt, who 
helps coordinate the pro- 
gram through the, ONR’s 
Intand Lake Managemeiit 
Unit, Land Resource Pro- 
grams Division. 

“We believe many Michi- 
gan iakes qualify for the 
grants, but that lake property 
owners may not fully under- 
stand the program,” says 
Wandel. “Grant program in- 
formation and a new tech- 
nical guideline booklet for 
fake (land-use studies is 
available from our oftice.” 

Goal of the grant program 
is to restore or protect water 
quality by controlling the 
flow into the lakes of nu- 
trients which stimulates the 
growth of aquatic plants and 
algae. Such nutrients in- 


oh ida nitranan and nhas- 


phorus, often contributed by 
agricuiturai and iawn ferti- 
lizer runoff, animal wasics 
and house-hold detergents. 

“While seepage from sep- 
tic tanks may be a contri- 
butor in some areas,” says 
Wandel. “the Clean Lake 
grants would not cover sewer 
construction, since there isa 
separate state-federa) grant 
program for waste collection 
projects. The Clean Lake 
grants definitely were estab- 
lished to correct Jand use 
problems - the ‘nonpoint’ 
sources of pollution.” 

The local government or 
lake association must pro- 
vide a preapplication study 
report of the lake and its 
surrounding land uses be- 
fore submitting a grant pro- 
posal, says Wandel. The 
community snoula have a 
well-developed lake protec- 
tion or improvement plan 
done by a consulting engin- 
eer and/or nlanning agency. 
Monies speni for such stud- 
ies cannot be reimbursed 
through the grants. he said, 
and the communities must 
be prepared to commit local 
matching funds to get the 
project underway. 

The Clean Lake Grant ap- 
plication must establish in 
detail that a water quality 
problem exists in the lake ar 
that the potential for a prob- 
iem exists, based on data on 
the surrounding land uses. 
The application document 
must identify the sources of 
the jake degradation and 
present a cost effective, en- 
vironmenta!ly sound solut- 
ion to the water quality 
problem. 

Grants are not available 
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for the harvesting of weeds, 
chemica! treatment, dredg- 
ing or other efforts to tem- 
putarily alleviate water qual 
biome | event as 4 
necessary preliminary part of 
other permanent restorative 
actions.
